1 . The Examiner acknowledges receipt of the amendment filed 5/21/07 wherein 
claims 1 and 6 were amended and claim 5 was amended. 

Note : Claims 1-4 and 6-29 are pending. 
WITHDRAWN CLAIMS 

2. Claims 2, 3, 4, and 8-26 are withdrawn from further consideration by the 
Examiner, 37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 
RESPONSE TO APPLICANT'S AMENDMENT/ARGUMENTS 

3. The Applicant's arguments and/or amendment filed 5/21/07 to the rejection of 
the claims made by the Examiner under 35 (JSC 112 and/or double patenting have 
been fully considered and deemed persuasive for the reasons set forth below. 
Therefore, the said rejections are hereby withdrawn. 

Double Patenting Rejection 

The double patenting rejection is WITHDRAWN because Applicant has 
submitted an acceptable terminal disclaimer. 
11 2 Second Paragraph Rejections 

The 112 second paragraph rejections are WITHDRAWN because Applicant has 
amended the claims to overcome the rejections. 
ALLOWABLE CLAIMS 

4. Claims 1,67, and 27-29 (all claims were examined in part) are allowable over 
the prior art of record for Group XII. 
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COMMENTS/NOTES 

5. The claims have only been examined to the extent that they read on the elected 
invention (Group XII). Group XII is directed to compositions comprising the formula of 
independent claim 1 wherein both W6 and X6 are sulfur atoms. Applicant is respectfully 
requested to cancel the non-elected subject matter. The claims are distinguished over 
the prior art of record for reasons of record in the office action mailed 1/25/07. 

6. It is duly noted that Applicant has requested that the allowable product claims be 
rejoined with the process claims. Applicant's request will be granted at which time the 
non-elected subject matter is removed from the claims and only the allowable claims 
are pending. At that time,. the Examiner will withdraw the rejection over the allowed 
product claims and the process claims directed to the allowable product. In addition. 
Applicant is respectfully requested to amend the process claims to be consistent with 
that of the allowable product claims as set forth in the rejoinder paragraph appearing in 
the office action mailed 1 0/20/06. 

7. It is noted that while 1 0/800,531 does not have double patenting issues vyith the 
examined composition claims, the claims do overlap the method claims of the instant 
invention. In other words, once the allowable product is rejoined with the process 
claims, there would be double patenting with 1 0/800,531 . 
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8. The information disclosure statement filed 5/25/07 fails to comply with the 
provisions of 37 CFR 1,97, 1.98 and MPEP § 609 because the disclosure statement list 
non-patented documents (documents other than US patents), which were not submitted 
for, review by the Examiner. It has been placed in the application file, but the 
infomnation referred to therein has not been considered as to the merits.
